S.O. (>G0 (E) .—Whereas, the Central Dairy of Delhi Milk Scheme, a Depart- 
mentally managed establishment of Government of India is under the pur¬ 
view of rules 65 to 70 of the Delhi Factory Rules, 1950 ; 

And whereas, consequently the four Departmental Canteens in Delhi Milk 
Scheme which were registered as non-statutory canteens with the Ministry 
Home Affairs, Department of Personnel and Training, were converted inm 
statutory canteens with effect from the 22nd November, 198.8 ; 
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Now t’u Piesident is pleased to decide that the erployecs of the tour statu¬ 
tes >■ canteens of Delhi Milk Scheme shall be treated as Government servant* 
with immediate effect and unless otherwise provided these employees shall 
he governed by the following terms and conditions, namely 

1. The canteen employees shall be categorised as non-ministcrial em¬ 
ployees. 

2. They are eligible to all privileges and benefits such as leave, leave, 
travel concession, medical facilities, productivity linked bonus, 
etc, as admissible to Government servants of tlie corresponding- 
grades and are also subject to the usual liabilities atta< bed to 
such Government servants. 

3. The canteen employees can contribute to the General Provident 
Fund after completion of one year’s service as Government servants. 

■1. The canteen employees shall be subject to the provisions of the 
Central Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964 and Central Civil 
Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1965, as appli¬ 
cable to other Delhi Milk Scheme employees of the corresponding 
grades. 

5. The retirement age of the centeen employees shall be the same as 
that of the corresponding grades of non-ministerial Delhi Milk 
Scheme employees. 

6. In matters not specified herein, the employees of the statutory 
canteen of the Delhi Milk Scheme shall be governed by rules and 
orders as are applicable to Government employees oT similar cate¬ 
gories. 

7. These orders shall come into force on the date ol publication in 
the Official Gazette, 
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
